The reality 1$ acre the opposite 
though. People have often, historically, hid to ex- 
ercise the right to speik md assemble freely 1n 
spite ef a U.S. governmental repression Intent on 
checking these eery democratic aspirations. 

The Industrial Workers of the World trt no stran- 
ger! to butting heads with the plutocracy over the 
exercise of free speech. The plutes don't like any 
type of free speech that threatens their grip on the 
■orld'i workers. The l.W.W. 's guest his alwayi been 
to get the working class organized Into One tig Union 
(llnln' «> the slaves) In order to duap the bosses 
off of ©or backs, and abolish the wage/class system. 
This has necessitated a lot of free expression, and 
the bosses have tried a lot of angles to shut os up. 
Nevertheless, Instead of waiting for the gcveraent 
to grant, or hand down the right to speak freely In 
some time consinmmlng court ruling, The l.w.W. vsed 
and still uses Direct Action to ensure something 
free expression) no government should hive to be 
looked to to ensure. After all, Dtrtct Action Gets 
the Goods! 

Recent years have seen many public free expressions 
of outrage it the decident earth destroying capital- 
ist system, and the l.w.W. his been a major presence 
and agitational force at all of these. At the Seattle 
anti-World Trade Organization protest, the I.V.Vf. 
played a aajor part, scrimmaging off with police. 
In pepecr-gas and rubber bullet Infested confront- 
ations with Seattle's finest. The Seattle coppers 
were Intent on coercing protesters not .to march down- 
to** to the wrtv convention site. When said protesters 
were ordered to turn around, one Wobbly repcrtedly 
yelled'Oon't turn aroundt go downtown!' whereupon a 
targa contingent of Wobblles, electrical workers, 
Steele workers, and longshoremen busted through 
police lines an* evade their way directly downtown 
to the "no protest zone. The solidarity of the thou- 
lands of protesters engaged In direct action shut 
down the WTO plunderer's conference, showing the 
world Just exactly what the working class Is capable 
of when It sets It's mind to It. 

The l.W.W w»s at the Wishlngton O.C. anti-World 
Bank protests, flying the red and black Wobbly banner 
proud. Protesting against the two puppet political 
parties ef capital, and all th-»y represent. The l.w.W. 
wis at the republican Convention In Philadelphia, as 
well as the Democratic Rational Convention In I. A.. 
Both events saw extreae police repression and govern- 
aental Interference with free speech ind assembly- 
massive arrests. 

Protesters In Phllly were linking struggles, and 

voicing loud "n* proud their hatred for capitalist 
Injustices, fro* expansion of the Prison Industrial 
Complex, capital punishment and criminalization of the 
poor, to racial profiling and police brutality- to 
ntae but a few. Anarchists US ed cop cars for trampo- 
11nes{the only thing they're good for) ind It was 
the biggest ever protest at a nominating convention. 
In I. A. the M6Z were ready, and well organized. 
They were expecting sore 20,000 direct actlonlsts 
fromi Seattle to converge on the city and obstruct 
order. I. A. Is no stranger to direct action. The city 
tried to declare a one tille square area around the 
OHC off Halts to protesters, but the A.C.L.U. fought 
a legal battle with the city over 1t, and as a result 
the city allotted a paltry fenced In parking lot re- 
sembling a prison rec. yard for the speakers. 



Wobbly Steve T#ff reported that'on the first night 
they used the 'protest pit' the cops started beating 
people.* The rap metal band Page Against the Machine 
played there to 10,000 people, but the cops pulled 
the plug on them and gave gave everyone! thousands of 
people) IS minutes to vacate the area. This was phy- 
sically Impossible, and mounted cops began crushing 
people against the fences, beating people with 
truncheons, and shooting people with pepper spray, 
and rubber and wooden bulltts. a group of Wobblles 
carrying a red and black I.W.W. flag held fast when 
billy club swinging cops tried to force them from an 
intersection they were occupying. 

Such Is the nature »f the class war, but this Is 
not the first free speech skirmish, or skirmishes the 
I.V.V. has been Involved la. 

In Spokane Washington. 1909, Job sharks had been 
selling logging and mining Jobs to gullable hungry 
workers. They would often sell the same Job to as 
many workers as they could sucker, which would result 
In 5CO people showing up for SO Jobs. The I.W.W. de- 
cided to put a stop to this practice and set up an 
I.W.W. hiring hall where workers didn't have to pay 
for a Job, and where they had sore economic leverage

Some 140 speakers were arrested on the first day 
and held on ridiculously high ball. More Wobblles 
converged on the city, to back up their Fellow 
Workers, In line with the Wobbly potto, 'An Injury to 
One, Is an Injury to All. 'Police clubs awaited thee, 
and the malsma of Jail and rotten food were the or- 
der of the day.

One or the blotter fre* speech battles the I.W.U.

191S. It had started out as a strike by the A.F.l. 
shingle weavers, which was subjected to police and 
gv* thug Infiltration of meetings and plckctt lines. 
Fellow Worker, James Cowan was sent by the t.v.V. 
to organize a solidarity campaign. He was arrested as 
soon as he blew Into town. The l.tf.ff, bad decided te 
open up the town and, "organize the slaves.* They 
attempted to rent out sow* halls, but for their trou- 
ble. Instead, got beaten up and run ovt of town. 
Undaunted, some 300 Uobblles charted two boats 1a 
Seattle and came sailing Into Everett port singing

Every group, be It the anarcho-syndicalists of 
the I.W.A. , Revolutionary Industrial Unionists of 
the I.W.W., Anarchist Coaaunlsts, or the World So- 
cialist Party U.S. have different Ideas about how to 
get thera. Th«y ire all good Ideas put forth by good 
md serious revolutionaries, but anfortunitely.ta 
some degree, soac aore thin others, each group Is 
sonewhit aethodologlcilly excluslvlst and therefor* 
sectarian. Such aethodologlcal e>cl«s1v1ty Is Inla- 
Ical to building a real" revolutionary eajvement and 
says basically 'ay aethod 1s the only tr1*d and tra* 
valid aethod.' This amounts to Ideological dogmatic 
orthodoiy, stagnant ind preclvslv* to building a 
aore fluid acvement to addr*ss conteaporary changes 
1n capltallsa. I believe It Is laportint that w* 
study these barriers rationally md open alndedly 
In order that w* nay divest ourselves of whatever 
nonsense stinds In the wiy of ittilnlng our objective.

socialist vttlom of a stateless, moneyless, society 
of free access. 

•y libertarian socialist Is Meant, a party which 
Is leedertets. unhlerarchlcal, totally deeocratlcally 
structured, aAd which has as It's sole objective to gal 
a major 1 taria* vote at the polls, so that once elect- 
*d It may set about the Immediate dismantling of the 
state and the capitalist system. Working In conjunc- 
tion with revolutionaries on other fronts, It nay 
then help to usher In a production for human ese so- 
ciety. As Mentioned above, no one can predict which 
revolutionary Method will work the surest, but even 
If the electoral Method does not turn out to be the 
unequivocal deciding, factor In dealing with state 
power, It win work well In combination with other 
Initiatives, ly no Means though should party organ- 
izing be seen as a passive substitute for other forms 
Of organizing. 

In order to build a tujorltirlan movement, 1t will 
be necessary to get our Ideas wore effectively trans- 
nltted Into the aalnstreaai consciousness of everyday 
people. Having competent socialists pwbllcally debate 
with capitalist politico*, putting forth the Irrefut- 
able logic of the socialist position will work well 
towards this end. In fact, working In concert with 
with other Initiatives, 1t stay help to build the re- 
volutionary uaeaentuai that makes socialism truely an 
Idea whose time has come. 

At present there eilst some parties which come 
close to the Ideal I advocate. They have >od class 
conscious solid members, yet they fall short of the 

mark In some respects, mcstly theoretical and method- 
ological Inflexibility. The W.S.P.u.S. basically 
theorizes that the ballot Is all that Is necessary 
to achieve socialism, shuns direct action, and doesn't 
quite grasp the notion of a totallst revolution on 
all fronts. This Is chimera because, any serious 
revolutionary party will require to be backed up 
both Industrially and 1n the streets. The Hew Unionist 
Party somewhat fetlshlzes nonviolence, and by Impli- 
cation legalism. Nonviolence Is a fairly nebulous 
term that could Include all manner of activity. In- 
cluding direct action, or even self defense. Such 
a stance Is reminiscent of the old reformist S.P.U.S's 
eipulslon of I.V.kf.t for advocating sabotage and 



direct action. Ho party, no matter how muck It clings 
ot legalise) will be exempt from police repression 
once H becomes a palpable threat to the capitalist 
hegemony. Such a bent precludes Struggle which will 
gain working class respect. Any revolutionary party 

worth it's salt will have to get It's feet wet once 
and awhile. 

It remains to be seen whether or not these parties 
will be able to transcend their Ideological straight- 
jackets and get solid with other groups moving along 
the sane path. Cither way, a libertarian socialist 
party will »e Important. Such a party Ideally would 
struggle right along side direct actlonlsts. work 
1» dote solidarity wit* revolutionary unionists 
and community organizers. Whether 1t be direct action 
against police brutality, clear-cutting, or toxic 
racism, libertarian socialists can help to stave off 
these Immediate encroachments of capitalism while 
helping to bring the victims to a dear revolutionary 
perspective. 

At present, unfortunately, Harilst-lenlnlst parties 
fill to a great extent this void misleading people 
Into believing that the totalitarian state, complete 
with secret police, gelags, and 816 HtOTHCt equals 
socialism. Anarchists also have their Ideological 
stralghtjackets though 1f they refuse to rationally 

t :ons1der the Idea of a libertarian socialist party 
simply because of dogmatic anarchist orthodoxy.

In IN case of Humanity, the whole 1t greater, much 
greater than It's parts becaese the whole Includes the 
body which Is measurable and conflnable and the Ideas 
which cannot be measured or confined. 

These prisons operate with the concept that since 
U has a person's body, 1t has the entire being, be- 
cause the whole cannot be greater than the sum of 
It's parts. They put the body In a cell and seem to 
get some tense of relief and security from that fact. 
The Idea of prison victory, then, is that when the 
person incarcerated begins to act, think, and believe 
the way they want him to, they have won the battle and 
the person 1s then tXHABUITAUO! tat this cannot be 
the case because those that operate the prison have 
failed to examine their own beliefs thoroughly, and 
they fall to understand the types of people they at- 
tempt to control. This leaves no victory for the sys- 
tems 

Thereare two types of prisoners. The larger num- 
ber are those who accept the legitimacy of the ass- 
umptions upon which the society 1s bated. They wish to 
acquire the same goals as everybody else: Honey, Power 
and Conspicuous consumption! 

In order to do so, they adopt techniques and metf.oCt 
which the society has defined as Illegitimate. When

the masses, in their economic enslavement, »nd nur- 
tured 1n their teirs ind blood, is not democracy »t 
HI. It is despotlsm-the cumulative result of I chiln 
of abuses which, according to thit dangerous document 
tha Declaration of Independence, the people hive I 
right to overthrow." 

President Wilson hid litd It on thick with the nat- 
ionalist propigindi ibout how ifter the wir, tht 
workers would enjoy democracy md shire In tht wtilth 
of tht rich. Tht w»r killed 10 Billion workers, ind 
created some ?0,000 new millionaires. Only tht upper 
crust shared in much of the "post wir prosperity.* 

Another aore conwndable politician, however, 
Eugene Victor Debs, who rin for president five times 
on the SocllHst Pirty ticket, hid in Ingnlned hit- 
red of war He had witnessed as a boy In Terre Kaut 
Indiana, the maimed, crippled and sick of the Civil 
War. Debs:*In bourgeois wirs, the revolutionary ele- 
ments are shoved Into the first line trenches to 
shoot off one another's heads and at the same time, 
shoot off the head of the revolution, and thereby 
restore the status quo for another Indefinite period.' 
President W11j©n urged Congress In 1915 to consider 
"■llltary preparedness." Debs railed In press and 
In public speech, "Vars throughout history have been 
waged for conquest and plunder... and that Is war In 
a nutshell. The aaster class has always declared the 
wan; and the subject class has always fought the 
battles. - 

Of the tiny leaflets Debs wrote In opposition to 
tht rirst World War, this one happened to find it's 
wiy Into the Attorney General's Office.

Eugene Debs paid no heed to tht Espionage Act. Most 
magazines would no longer print his articles, for fear 
of losing their second class Bailing prlvilages, yet 
Debs kept on. Socialists in Canton Ohio invited Debs 
to speik at their state convention, June 16, 1918. 
"any of the Ohio socialist leaders had already been 
Jailed for ant-war agitation, a few of who* were In 
the Canton Jail across the street from where the speak- 
stand had been constructed. After visiting soae com- 
rades in Jail, Debs addressed a crown of 1,»00, which 
»as also Infested ulth Feds.. Debs pointed to the Jail, 
•I have Just returned 1 from • visit over yonder; they 
haw come to real lit, as aany of us hive, thit It 1s 
eitremely dmgerous to exercise the constitutional 
right to free speech In a country fighting to make 
democracf sift In the world." 
Further on In the speech, Debs mentioned thit'The 
working diss furnishes the corpses, but never has a 
voice in declaring war or making peace." As well, 
"Workers should know that they e*1st for something 
better than slavery and cannon fodder. "These and some 
other choice statements were enough to get Debs arrest* 
ed under the Espionage Act. 

Debs' trial was held Sept. 18, 1918, in Cleveland 
Ohio. h> didn't takt the stand at his dtftnst, but be- 
fore the Jury began It's deliberations, he spoke thus: 

■I have been accused of obstructing thr war. I idalt 

It. Gentlemen, 1 ibhore war. I would oppose war If 1 
stood alone...! hive sympithy with the suffering 

Struggling people everywhere. It does not aake my 
difference whit flag they were born under, or where 
they live..." 

After sii hours of dellberition, the Jury found Debs 
guilty. Before sentencing, Debs iddressed the Judge 
it it some itngth. He sttted I'Yovr Hones, years igo 1 
recognized ay kinship with ill living beings, md I 
aide up my aind that I was not one bit better than 
the aeanest on earth. I said then, and 1 say now, 
that while there Is a lower class, I am In it; 
while there Is a criminal element, I aa of it; 
While there is a soul In prison, I aa not free.* 

Judge Westenhaur sentenced Debs to 10 years in 
prison. Due to Debs' Immediate appeal to the Surer* 
court, he did have to go Immediately to prison. He con- 
tlnued to Ignore the Espionige act and speak out a- 
gilnst the wir. liter. Convict #96S3 ran for Pesldent 
of the United States on the Socialist Party ticket 
from his prison cell, gleaning some 900, «00 votes, 
or 3.SS of the national total.

TK« United States Governaent 1s nearly always It »«r 
da* to th* f«Ct that It finds ItMlf continually *avt«| 
to aalntaln • global systea based on a powerful rlrt 
alaorlty against a poor Miorlty, and 1t often uses 
terroristic violence toward this end. 
Th* American Constitution states that only Congress 
snail declare war, however, without declaring war 
officially, numerous acts of war have been legitlalzed 
by Congress, such as the Gulf of Tonkin Resolution 
which allowed for the prosecution of the Viet **■ 
War. Mt to mention, funding of the COHTRAS. 

The American Constitutional government and It's 
system of checks and balances was set up by a alnorlty 
class of wealthy aerchants and landed gentry who bas- 
ically thought that the less the popular aasses had to 
do with governaent the better. They In effect set up 
a for* of goverrwaent which would be biased In favor 
of th* elite class and In which governmental account- 
ability to the aasses would be precluded. This fora 
of government has made possible undeaocratlc coalitions 
at the highest eschelons, obscured froa public view. 
These coalitions and alliances have been responsible 
for promulgating horrendous policies, both domestic 
and abroad. In order to secure global econoalc control. 

Historically, elites have often worked through their 
own private organizations, such as the Trilateral 
Commission, The Council on Foreign Relations, The ford

His entire organisation was eventually transposed froa 
the 3rd Reich Into the American goverr-ant being 



effect of strengthening Germany's three largest firms, 
I.C.Ferb**, united Steel, and German General Electric 
(391 owned by American 6.C.) I.G.Farben, closely tied 
to Standard Oil, a huge pharmaceutical coapany and 
chealcal conglomerate, remained, even after Pearl 
•■arbor, the aost lamanent firm In Nail Germany. I.C. 
Firben, responsible for producing gas for the Nazi 
Final Solution In German death camps, also built • 
synthetic fuel and rubber plant at Auschwitz utilizing 
slave labor.

secret Intelligence data gathered by the CIA and the 
National Security Agency. ..whose power derives froa the 
vast Intra-governmental undercover Infrastructure and 
It's direct relationships with private Industries, 
mutual funds. Investment houses, universities, the news 
aedla, and foreign and domestic publishing houses." 
He further mentions that during the post World War Z 
era, "More and more control over allltary and diplo- 
matic operations, at home and abroad, was assumed by 
elites whose activities are secret, whose budget 1s 
secret, and whose very Identities often as not are 
secret. 

Congress, In 1947, In order to shield elites froa 
the pressure of public policy making, pushed through 
legislation which In effect created a aore centralized 
and more covert government virtually Inaccessible to 
the majority of people. The passage of the National 
Security Act spawned the CIA and the National Security 
Council, as well as other secret agencies allowing 
corporate elites covert direct control of war caking 
policies, for the purpose of securing global corporate 

hegemony. The CIA became a type of covert transnational 
allltary utilized for overthrowing governments and 
Quelling popular revolutions which stood 1n the way 
of corporate opanslon and control abroad. 

Article I, Sec. 7 of the Constitution states that 
•all bills for raising revenue shall originate In the 



as well as Standard Oil. are a few eiaaples. Hitler's 
two largest tank producers, Adaa Opel and Ford of 
Cologn, were wholly owned subsidiaries of 6.H. and 
the ford Hotor Co.. ITT not only worked on Hitler's 
communications systems and worked on the technology 
of Nazi robot bombs, they also built the Focke Wulfs 
which bombed allied troops. Curtis-Wright Aviation Co. 



Incorporated Into the nucleus of the CIA. 

Dulles and other U.S. officials allowed numerous 
sadistic aurderers such as Gehlen, Joseph Hengele, 
Klaus Barbie, and Adolf Eichman to escape Justice 
and take refuge 1n latin America. Many ei-Haz1s would 
later link ap and become part of fascist groups and. 
governments In latin America, collaborating with CM 
operatives, and repressing popular elections and 
revolutions in line with the right wing corporate 
agenda. Klaus Barbie hlaself became eitreealy involved 
In the drug trade. The legacy of corporate, CIA, Nazi 
collaboration has left thousands of graves In It's 
wake and subjected workers to tyrantlcal dictators 
such as the Infamous Pinochet*. 

Ei SS Gehlen was called upon to create a guerilla 
mercenary aray In order to penetrate Soviet block 
states. Allen Dulles was part of this aray's concep- 
tion, which was known as the Green Berets! The Green 
Berets( Initially part of the CIA, and later the U.S. 
Aray) were first trained In Geraany and Fort Bragg 
North Carolina by U.S. officers, German Wemacht, 
and Waffen SS NCOs. Since, U.S. Special Fortes have 
trained groups to practice torture and assassination 
is well as being practitioners thease1ves(V1et Naa 
Operation Phoenlx-HJ.OOO to 100,000 assassinations) 
In places like Laos, net Naa, and latin America. 



helped the German alrforce develope secret dive beating Th * '"coTomloa of fascist aethodology Into 



techniques as well as supplied the German alrforce 
with aviation parts sorely needed by U.S. aircraft. 

U.S. Nazi collaboration wis a fusion of private 
Interests, with their secret networks and organiz- 
ations colluding with and sonetlaes being people In 
governaent agencies, for eiaaple, Dean Acheson as 
Sec. of State and former Standard Oil lawyer. In 
working with the Treasury Department, issued llscences 
allowing Standard Oil to trige with Nizl colliboritors. 

Towards the end of WV2, members of Hitler's SS 
(Shutztaffel) or defense squads, who were directly 
Involved In the genocldal Final Solution, and the S.O. 
Intelligence Service endevored to do a«ay with Hitler 
•nd Install Marnier, of wttoae they were adherents. 
Realizing that Germany would be defeated, they sought 
to restore the German aristocracy and German capital isa 
which they envisioned as the 4th Reich. Allen Dulles,

In which no Jews were returned to places of 
power. Th* reinstatement of ex Nazis to positions 
of power, and corporate support, enabled the realization 
of the Nazi 4th Reich vision to come to fruition.

In 19*B. Secretary of Defense James Forrestal became 
worried at the possibility of communists winning the 

1941 ItlHan elections. Mr. 'orrntll IllMtlf n»C 

collaborated »1th th« nazls due to hit relations 
with the banking Co. Olllon Mad. which helped 
flnnence Hitler. He and Allen Oulles urged the 
U.S. government to form a secret organization in 
order to subvert the elections. The organization was 
called the Office of Special Operations, and was 
successful In It's stated purpose. In fact, It was so 
successful that George Kennan of the Council on 
Foreign Relations suggested foralng the Office of 
Policy Coordination which was created by the National 
Security Council for the purpose of overthrowing gov- 
ernments considered to be "Unfriendly" to U.S. Interest: 
O.P.C. was later subsumed under the CIA , and monies 
to flnnance 1t were drawn fro* untraceable govern- 
ment accounts and laundered through certain American 



Vang Rao's revenues fro« heroin and op 1am Increased 
as did the mounti he gave to the S.O.6.. Santo Traffl- 
cantl of Operation 40 and Operation Mongoose ended up 
gaining a close alliance with Vang Pao, and flooded the 
U.S. with pure China White heroin becoming the largest 
Importer and distributor of this substance. After this 
grlsley endeavor, Shackley and Cllne were brought 
beck to the west In order to head the CIA's Western 
Operations. Shackley and Cllne then directed the 
assassination of Chilean President, Salvador Allende 
and his Chief of Staff, and orchestrated the overthrow 
of their democratically elected socialist government. 
It was a ailld socialist government, akin to the one 
eilstlng currently 1n France! 

From there the duo were sent back to the east to 
Viet Naa where once again, fueled by Vang Pao's money, 
they prosecuted Operation Phoenix which entaled assass- 
inating another 60,000 or so village administrators 
and noncombatants. With knowledge that the CIA assass-

In Kennedy's last days he had been gradually lead- 
ing towards a policy of pulling out of Viet Nam. It 
Is Interesting that, two days after Kennedy's 
assassination, and Oswald's murder, all of the 
National Security Action Memoranda (NSAMs) stating 
this Intention were rescinded at a secret meeting 
of the National Security Council, and NSAM 273 was 
promulgated, promoting a pro-combat position. Increased 
troop levels, and resumption of covert activities... 
officially. 

Stcrot Teams 
Richard Niton was Chief Political Officer of the 
National Security Council's Special group which planned 
the lay of Pigs Invasion of Cuba. Nixon and Dulles 
had set up clandestine military training bases for 
counter revolutionary Cubans to learn guerilla warfare, 
as well as terrorist tactics to be used against the 
Cuban government. The code name for this outfit was 
Operation 40, many of whose member's names turn up 
connected to Iran CONTRA, and other treasonous 
acts. 



During the Carter Administration, the Sandinistas 
deposed the brutal U.S. backed dictator Anataslo 
Somoza. Carter had cut off funding for Somoza and 
deemphaslzed CIA covert activity In Nicaragua. At this 
time, Shackley and Cllnes had been asked to resign from 

the CIA after being Implicated 1a an Illegal arms deal 
to Libya. None of this deterred Shackley and Cllne's 
activities. Utilizing old connections from Operation 40 
and ex Nazis, the secret team offered to sepply the 
counter-revolutionary Somoclstas(CONTRAS) with weapons, 
aircraft, and explosives. Represntatlves of the secret 
team also offered to assassinate the leadership of the 
Sandinistas for 650.000. This activity by secret teams 
undoubtedly Involved people like Ollle North and General 
Secord. In fact, once President Regan was t1ected(w1th 
the help of substantial campaign funds from right wing 
dictators anxious to get Regan Into the White House) 
the CIA adopted, above board, the program of private 
support for the C0NTRAS continued by the secret teams. 
However, when In 1983 Congress cut off funds for the 
C0NTRAS, Oliver North circumvented this minor legality 
by appealing to his old secret team cronies to resume

Operation 40 later became Operation Mongoose, some of 
the members whom were arrested for Importing drugs Into 
Into the U.S. via Cuba. Operation Mongoose was offldall 
shut down In 196S, but the networks of secret teams 
continued and their alliances even stranger. 

Theodore Shackley, a CIA agent and part of Operation 
Mongoose, and who had also previously worked with the 
Nazi Gehlen, was transferred with his Deputy, Thomas 
Cllnes to Laos where Shackley was made Deputy Chief 
of Station for the CIA. During their grim days In Laos, 
Shackley and Cllnes provided U.S. air support for opium 
lord Vang Pao who was fighting to gain control of the 
opium trade In Laos. In turn. Vang Pao flnnanced (with 
opium money) CIA training of Hmong tribesmen In guerilla 
tactics, Including torture and assassination, which were 
used against suspected communists. Some 100, 000 were 
murdered, mostly noncombatintssuch as clerks, teachers 
and town mayors. This became S.O.G., or Special Operations 
Group headed by General John K. S1ng1aub(011ver North 
wat hit Deputy )who tupervlsed the assassination programs 
In Laos, Cambodia, and Thailand. Air Force General 
Richard Secord was Deputy Air W1ng Comander for the S.O.G..

Gee. like these people come from 
Mars or something. Stepped up border patrols, and all 
manner of anti-Immigrant to legislation: designed to 
criminalize people fleeing their homelands (often 
due to U.S. foreign economic policy) seems to be the 
order of the day. This Is not simply a U.S. phenom- 
enon. The same governmental anti-Immigrant tenophoblc 
trends are being practiced In western European demo- 
cracies, from Ireland to Poland, and of course, such 
government policies help to fuel the fire of racist 
nazl bone head hate groups. Such fascist groups al- 
ways work on the side of the state In order to sow 
the seeds of nationalism and anti-working class sen- 
timent. 

We have all seen some of our fellow and sister 
prlsonersfslsters where are you?) locked up 1n the 
Tx. concentration kkkamp, often for splttln on the 
sidewalk Infractions, and because they happened to 
be "one a them there foreigners", upon parole they 
end up deported to their country of orlgen. It makes 
no difference whether or not they happened to come 
here at the age of three, and have no family or ties 
of any kind In their home country. Bang! That DWI 
will get you a one way plane trip back to anywhere 
planet earth, courtesy of good ole Uncle Sam. 
Often times, little more than a misdemeanor charge 
1s all the state requires to totally and arbitrarily 
uproot a person. 

Gulf Coast Red once had a prisoner friend from 
Morocco who Just happened to be facing a "desertion 
from the military charge" there. Can anyone say 
"firing squad?" The only upshot Is, that you actually 
can get a last cigarette In that country, unlike Tt.. 
I wrote to ay Moroccan friend after his deportation, 
yet never received a reply. One fellow prisoner I 
knew once came here from the U.K. when he was eight 
years old and grew up In Tx.. He committed some hei- 
nous crime 1n his youth and did twenty flat on an 
aggrevatcd life, then yep. ..you guessed 1t.. .deport- 
ed back to Merry Old England. I heard he got off the 
Jet In his cowboy boots. I have a dozen or more friends 
awaiting deportation back to Me-h1-co. and one Iranian 
friend who also has the misfortune to have a desertion 
from the military charge awaiting M« upon his forced 
return. That Is certainly out of the frylngpam and 
Into the fire as Iran Is, along China, Iraq and Texas 
super keen on klllln states. 

There Is something which 1s tlckenlngly unjust a- 
bout this whole process though because, as the pole- 
cat U.S. polltrckstert »«..r»,»«f» their decrees from 

from on high to send our working class sisters and 
brothers back to the countries of their birth, they 
at the same time provide safe htxens for butchering 
International terrorists and death squad leaders, 
with police protection to boot! 

For Instance, If you had happened to be a pro- 
Batista Cuban terrorist, responsible for bombing 
hotels In Havana, you could end up with a nice sunny 
residence In Florida... home of fix an election quick 
Jeb Bush. Thats right, or if you had Just happened

Tests aust be taken, and passed, to ensure they 
knoa what tkey are dolae. befere any licenses are 
Issued. These state boards are there to ensure, also 
that the professionals sulntala a certain level of 
care to all, even prisoner, the patients they treat, 
and UvestlgaU cowplttnts. 

If you have attempted to pet help fro* your nod- 
ical department, and they are refusing you treat- 
ment, or providing yoa treataents that are not eff- 
ective, or causing yoa nore problems than yoa orig- 
inally had, telling you they are the nedlcal staff 
and know what they are doing. It's ttae to find oot. 
licenses for nodical stiff, even for prison Mdlcal 
staff, arc available to the general public for the 
asking, this Includes prisoners. Tou can write the 
state licensing board for your state and ask for the 
Information on current licenses, and any disciplin- 
ary actions or coaplilats filed against the Mdlcal

They will notify tkat a conplalnt kas been filed, and 
Is being reviewed. This alone nay be enough ta get 
you the proper care, no doctor wants to be sanctioned 
by the state nodical board and have that becoM part 
of his licensing file. The nodical department will 
at least take a second look at your situation, and 
will kave to Inform, the medical Investigators what 
actions they've taken to ensure you are being given 
the standard of care you deserve, not by prison stan- 
dards, but by public standards. 

Different states have different authorities who 
Issue the licenses and Investigate complaints of mal- 
practice by doctors and nurses. Check with your law 
library to find out If they hive • listing of state 
agencies, or write the Oovemor's Office in your .{ 

state capital and ask then who regulates the acti- 
vities of doctors. Some states have a single agency, 
such as Illinois, while others, like Ohio, have a 
different agency for doctors. Mrses, and dentists. 
Hake sure you check on the proper agency to handle 
your conpUUt. One of the most Important things 
you need to remember Is that this Is a slow process. 
be patient.

We've been subjected to less than acceptable treat- 
ment for nedlcal problems, by tke unqualified doc- 
tort who can't pet a Job or hold on to patients In 
the free world, we've been given a death sentence 
througn the neglect of omr keepers, not 1n a court 
of law. Inmates are treated for medical conditions 
only If It is tlM and cost efficient, and only if 
it won't cause a lot of Mrk for the staff.

class »54«1 tf society I tw cnly assume they are 
thus cereers of the capital 1st class, tut they can't 
a* because they both have to sell their physical 
end mental abilities for a nag* or salary la order 
to 11«t, which puts thea In our ranks. I personally 
know managers. I »<nt to school with guys who became 
cops(guys I'a still friendly wlthland have many 
friends who are university lecturers with good 1a- 
c«"»i, All consider themselves to be members of the 
working class and all agree with ay socialist Idea 
for the future. 

Socialists do not speak of "upper alddle', "middle" 
or "lower alddle' or the other ayrlad classes used 
by sociologists In their gradationel picture of class 
society. We quite simply say that one's class posi- 
tion Is determined by their position In the relations 
of production. We use the language that best desc- 
ribes the social relationships that actually aatter 
1* society; we speak of capitalist and worker, feud- 
al lord and serf or slave and aaster. Neither can 
we accept that class relations are based on fonts of 
technology, the level of Industrialization or the 
tchnical division of labor. Members of the working 
class are not Just blue collar workers and neither 
*rt technical workers and managers part of soae upper 
strata of the alddle class or 'new petty boorgeolse.' 
Class relations are socially determined by reference 
to the property relationship and are not defined 
by soae notion of an occupational hierarchy. Class 
operates la the social relations of production and 
not In the realm of consumption. Owning a car, your 
©met hoa*. going on holiday three times a year act. 
does not alter the fact that you are exploited. 

Aj you think cops are not aeabers of the working 
class, would you also exclude soldiers and prison 
guards, along with millions working 1n security 
companies? After all, like cops, they all have 
realt to protect the Interests of the master class. 
I think with an Issue like class, the best way to 
approach the problem Is as objectively as possible. 
Toe either own and control the means and Instruments 
for producing and distributing wealth, live off rent, 
profits or Interests, or you sell yourself In order 
to live. I honestly fall to see any middle ground.

Gulf Coast Bed responds 
Hey John. I certainly didn't mean to Imply that 
we at C* conceive of the working class as all being 
blue collar, nor that we adhere to bourgeois socio- 
logical conceptions of class, no matter how much 
aeabers of our class may adhere to these mystifica- 
tions and act accordingly. We basically adhere to 
the two class model you do, with a slight difference. 
*ou advocate keeping an objective view when regard- 
ing the question of class, but I don't think that 
you are being totally objective In the matter by only 
taking Into consideration whether or not a person 
makes a wage or salary, as adequate criteria for 
determining their class position. There are other 
objective and historic factors we might wish to 
look at when considering class, most glaringly 
relationship to the state, state power, etc... 
I think that, 1a the case of police forces, a differ- 
ent tincture Is added to the class picture, as opp- 
psed to other types of workers, be they chemists. 
rocket scientists, or dishwashers. 
Although I've ntitr met a cop I liked. Including 
the guys ! went to school with who became cops. I'a 
sure there *rt one or two In the world wno are not 
total fascists, and I have little doubt that you 
would be able to pursuade thea of the Tightness of 
the socialist perspective, being the good person and 



speaker yee are. Vet the plain fact It, that caps 
are the paid head knockers of capitalism. Marx spoke 
af the state as being the executors of capital. Street 
cops are J»st the lower rung on the hierarchical 
ladder of the state. They are euthorlied, uniformed 
and armed by the state ta fulfill the function af 
capitalist guard dogs and protectors of a status 
euo which produces allaa/iner If alsery. Including 
crime. I think that enough historical evidence hat 
transpired ta Indicate that the police are not work- 
ing class, however they nay regard themselves. They 
may be drawn from our ranks, but they most surely 
are not la our ranks. Police are strike-breakers, 
scab-herders, and have been a perennial check oa 
working class revolution. In that light, I think 
it is a mistake to accord cops the designation of 
working class. As we say out west, 'They ride for the 
brand.* Ask yourself exactly what role, and for whoa 
your friends oa the force will play If there Is a 
general strike In the U.r. or even a general upheaval? 
Will they Join oor side, or will they start busting 
our heads? It's been ay experience, that a lot of the 
personal or affective type of relating goes right 
out the window when central command tells the goons 
to get In lock. step in the prison system. Thea, It's 
all about formality and bureaucracy. 

I doubt It's much different In the trltUh police 
forces, if | could count the times oa ay fingers 
that I've heard these cops parrot the old ftereaburg 
defense of "I'a Just following orders'when they're 
tightening the thuabscrews, I'd have to be an eight 
armed Hindu dlety. 

Private securities, as well as aanagement can come 
In different modes, some of which exhibit working 
class solidarity, and some which are clearly not at 
all solid with the workers, that 1s,. they unequivo- 
cally support the boss class against the working 
class and view that as their function, not to use 
too sociological a term. 

The military 1s certainly a type of police force 
which automatically adds a different dimension to 
It's ■wage earning status' or that of It's aeabers. 
like other cop forces, they have a different rela- 
tion to the state than regular wage workers, and 
can act as the serrations on the knife's edge of 
class exploitation. However, It should also be point- 
ed out that people Join the atlltary for many reasons 
education, travel, kinship pressure, and also state 
coercion as 1n the case of conscription. It should 
also be remeabered that soldiers who refuse alUtary 
service, or refuse to fight have to face... cops. 
The unitary 1s somewhat a a1>ed bag, but has much 
more potential to mutiny under certain circumstances 
than do your regular police forces. 

As for prison guards, even though I know a few 
who are pretty nice folks, the plain fact 1s that 
they work In concert with other police forces to 
maintain, by state force, the status quo of exploi- 
tation. They also make a living by locking up workers 
the majority of whoa are no threat to society. As 
such. Just like all of the above mentioned cops, they 
arc on the side of the bosses simply by their very 
official formal atlltary function In the state app- 
aratus. This makes their wage earning status some- 
what a moot point with regards to how we classify 
thea. That Is our objective view. Subjectively, 
about 90S of prison guards are sadistic authoritar- 
ian assholes who enjoy fucking people over on a dally 
basis, at least, those are ay thoughts on the matter 
which also have plenty of objective evidence to back 
thea up. 

When the military turns It's guns on the bosses, 
the cops start arresting the real crlalnals at the 
top. Instead of the cowardly blind eye they turn to 
thea, and the prison guards start locking up their 
bosses, our analyslt may change. Untlll then, they 
are not In our eyes working class, but the obedient 
pets of the rich and powerful who have turned their 
backs oa the working class.

(CM «), bat I also liked Gulf Coast tad's observa- 
tions oa the revolution 1a Spain at the tine of the 
civil war there. I Just wanted te make a couple af 
coaaeats. 

What I think llsset aeant Vy saying socialise 
has never beea tried 1s that It can only wort on a 
world scale. Soclallsa/coawnlsa was not only tried by 
our ancient ancestors-It worked extremely well far 
allllons of years. It was the natural choice of the 
human species. But 1t was organized by communities 
that were mostly Isolated froa each other. Civili- 
zation brought more contacts aaong communities, but 
it also brought trade, private property and war-and 
eventually destroyed Its own coneunlst foundations. 
It's up ta es to restore that primitive eoaaunellsa 
on a sophisticated global scale. ■ 

The Spanish experience of the 30s, like the Uto- 
pian socialist experiments of the 19th and ?0th cen- 
turles, was for »I1 Its lapresslveness still only an 
Island la a sea of cep1tal1sa.(0t*, a pretty big is* 
landl) fiulf Coast Bed reports thst'abowt a third of 
Spala' was organized Into collectives. While this 
gives a somewhat rosy picture, a breakdown of the 
real numbers Is perhaps even more provocative. In the 
foreword to Caiton level's Collectives In the Span- 
ish «e,olutlon{london:rreedoa Press, 19?$), we read 
that'll Aregon, levante and Castile there was a total 
of 1,600 agricultural Collectives. In Catalonia all 
Industry and public services were collectivized, in 
the levante 70S of Industry and U Castile only a 
part of Industry, la his introduction to the French 
edltlon(leval) suggests that between five and seven 
Billion people were either directly or Indirectly In- 
volved, rrank Hlntz estimates the figure of those di- 
rectly involved In industry at l.S million, though 
he points out that no official statistics are avail- 
able. Far the agricultural Collectives the figures he 
gives for July of 1937 arc of a minimum of 800 Co- 
llectives with a minimum of 400.000 collectlvlsts 
but notes that by the end of 1939, though the number 
of Collectives had Increased to 1,015. the collectlv- 
lsts had dropped to 230,0OO'(p 14). 
Just for the record, the total population of Spain In 
193t was 24-25 a1H1on(p 58).

whether these rules are Cod's or the government's, 
the cop sees 1t as his duty to enforce them. 

Organized government holds "the championship title 
for rule-making, so it's not surprising that this 
kind of person would be attracted to U for a live- 
lihood. He's deeply Impressed with the government's 
status as dominant authority In our society, and 
he Is likely to attribute the Quality of justness to 
its rules slwply on that basis alone. When asked 
<«*ty he puts Ms support behind the establishment, 
ho '$ likely to reply, 'because it's the law." What 
he's actually doing is aligning himself with what 
he perceives to be the"winn1ng side.' He chooses 
established government to Join up with so that he 
can share in the security that comes from the legit- 
imacy and prevailing balance of power that it holds. 

Cops tend to have fragile egos, and it's very Im- 
portant to them that their pride be continually bol- 
stered. Police work meets this need by clothing them 
with the government's authority. Instantly the cop 
becomes far more powerful than he could ever hope 
to be on his own merits. The fact that the authori- 
ty he wields is actually the government's, tnd not his 
own. Is unimportant to him; for all outward appear- 
ances, he's the boss. Sometimes he can use the gov- 
ernment's authority to further his own personal In- 
terests, and at other times he must be content to 
exercise the authority for the sole Interests of the 
government. Cither way, however, he derives satis- 
faction from being 'The Ran' and reaflrmlng Ms pre- 
tlglous self Image.... 

In the case of the keepers, their fondness for 
government work Is even more likely to be the result 
of laziness than with street cops. Prison Jobs are 
nucheasler to get than police commissions, and as 
often as not, the prospective prison guard 1s simply 
looking for steady work that's close to home. Pri- 
son work Is easy Job security that requires no real 
skills. People who become prison guards are general- 
ly a calibre of Individual that would have washed 
out of a real police academy. Most of them $rt fat, 
misshapen, or impaired by various other physical 
handicaps, and invariably lack the capacity for or- 
iginal thought. 

The keepers see themslves as members of a t»a« 
fighting the battle against evil. Their Job Is to 
Isolate, punish, and rehabilitate the bad guys, while 
simultaneously satisfying society's thirst for ret- 
ribution and deterring similar conduct In the future. 
In a word, they think they are correcting society's 
problems, so they prefer to call themsclves'correc- 
tlonal officers.* 

Their ego problems are as bad as those of the po- 
lice, but they're a much more cowardly breed of copj 
they know their captives have been stripped of all 
weapons and are Incapable of effective resistance, 
and those are the kind of odds that appeal to them. 

The upper- eschel on keepers who rrnn the prison 
system have attempted to legitimize what they're do- 
ing by rhetorically elevating It to the status of • 
science, which they call 'correct Ions." Some of them 
have even acquired the title of Pfe.D. In the endeavor 
to pass themselves off to the public as professionals; 
presumably they have to justify their exorbitant 
salaries somehow. Once you've cleared away the blarney, 
however, the plain fact is that a slaver by any other 
name is still nothing hot a slaver. These guys are 
not practicing science any more than Aoolph Elchman 
or Klaus Serbia were. • 
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The history of racial animosity 1n the U.S. goes 
far back in our history, rooted In slavery, the blood 
drenched genocidal exp»."»s1on1»si of a government which 
has systematically exploited, uprooted and marginal- 
ized different racial annd ethnic groups; the legit- 
imization of all this with religious doctrine. 
'acfal tension between poor whites and black slaves 
did rot always exist however. In the early colonial 
days, white Indentured servants and black slaves 
often lived In communities together and at times 
revolted and took up arms against their masters to- 
gether. 

little by little though. Just as house slaves 
liter gained some privilege over their brothers and 
sisters in the fields, poor unites were given prlv- 
llges and conferred with the mythological status of 
whiteness in recoaper.se for selling out and becoamlng 
overseers of black slaves. 

Those in power always use this sort of tactic 1» 
order to break the bonds of solidarity of those they 
wish to control. Those at the top use their entice- 
ments, but it also takes acquiescence from the bottom, 
and therein lies the problem. A good analogy and rel- 
evant example of this could be comparatively drawn 
with how labor leaders have often historically Jumped 
in bed with the bosses totally subverting their fellow 
worker's interests. Another could be shown by the way 
middle class elements act as overseers of workers, 
policing and keeping them in line, enticed with money 
benefits, status and prestige-even though they have 
to sail their labor to the boss in order to survive! 
The values of individual upward mobility are taught 
to «s In schools which is nothing but the Institution- 
alized indoctrination of sellout philosophy, and we 
all know how powerful philosophy Is.

THE COPS 
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WHT NOT ANARCHIST COMMUNISM? 



Why do you suppose that capitalists are so afraid 
of communism? Will anarchist communism Improve or de- 
grade the quality of life for most people? let's look 
at these questions and see what answers we find. 

One reason capitalists are afraid of anarchist 
communism Is because a society based on such a system 
win make these moneychangers' Jobs obsolete. When 
the workers themselves possess the means of production 
and the people collectively own all the natural resour- 
ces, there Is no need for managers, presidents and 
CEOs of corporations. There will be no more stockbrok- 
ers and bankers to skim the cream off the top. 

Workers and communities together will decide what 
products will be manufactured and the types of ser- 
vices provided. This doesn't, however, mean that there 
will be a lack of variety 1n products and services. 
The people, organized 1n various ways by industry, 
community or region, will be responsible for deciding 
what they want or don't want to produce. 

There will no longer be a need for money. With the 
people 1n control of all production, resources, and 
services, there will no longer be a profit-driven mark- 
et economy* free access, by all the people, to all the 
goods and services produced makes an exchange medium, 
such as money, obsolete since there 1s no longer an 
exchange of commodities from seller to buyer. This 
seems very strange, and even unnatural, to people who 
have spent their entire lives as consumers 1n a capi- 
talist society. But this 1s the marvelous thing about 
an anarchist-communist society— everybody has free 
access to everything. 

To get a grasp of this let's look at a simple ex- 
ample — the family garden. When you grow your own food 
for your family you don't have the Individual members 
of the family pay for the food. All the members share 
collectively 1n producing 1t, so naturally they also 
share collectively In consuming 1t. Each Individual 
family member conbibutes according to his or her abil- 
ities and receives according to his or her needs. 

Free access doesn't mean take all you can hoard or 
walk off with. It simply means that all members of so- 
ciety will have equal access to the wealth created. 
Food, cloth1ng,hous1ng, education, healthcare, and 
even entertainment and recreation will be accessible 
to all. 

The use of highly developed technology and full 
employment will result In a very short work day of 2-4 
hours only 3-4 days per week, 1f that. This will re- 
duce the druggery of work to an absolute minimum and 
will, for the first time 1n modern history, provide 
real freedom for Individuals to develop their aesthtlc 
and personal Interests as they like. Anarchist-commun- 
ist society will provide people with the ability te 
unleash their creativity as never before. 



Capitalism 1s based upon worker exploitation and 1t 
keeps workers 1n bondage through fear and coercion. By 
pitting one group of workers against the other through 
the fear of unemployment, capitalism ensures Itself a 
steady supply of cheap labor. When workers seek higher 
wages, the capitalist threatens to move bis bmslness 
somewhere else or bring In 'foreign - worters. This 1s 
a major cause of friction between dlfferemt races and 
ethnic groups. While the elimination of capitalism a- 
lone will not bring an end to all forms of racism, the 
creation of an egalitarian society based on anarchist- 
communist principles will go a long way 1m alleviating 
much of It and eventually causing a change la the hler- 
archal ways we think which foster the supremacist atti- 
tudes responsible for racism. 

The same holds true In regards to wom en , fays, les- 
bians, bl-sexuals, and transgendered. The end of compe- 
tition In the workplace and the end of the market sys- 
tem of distribution will eventually bring an end to 
the negative ways we view others dlfferemt from us. Ho 
longer will patrlachal, sexist, or homopmoblc attitudes 
gain widespread support and will disappear. This will 
not happen overnight but over the course of succeeding 
generations from the moment anarchist communism becomes 
a reality. 

The capitalist peddlers would have yom believe that 
only the exploitative system of wage slavery can pro- 
vide the Incentive for workers to do their Joos well or 
at all. This 1s complete nonsense, took today at all 
the people who freely volunteer for various projects 
helping their communities. Many small ccimm unities rely 
wholly upon volunteers for everything from fire depart- 
ments to city services and senior centers. Im 1999, 
over 109 million Americans volunteered their time and 
resources to help Improve the quality of life on a lo- 
cal, national, and International scale. According to a 
1999 study, "61v1ng and Volunteering 1n the United 
States,' the volunteer workforce represemted the equiv- 
alent of more than 9 million full-time employees at a 
value of $225 billion. Furthermore, when asked to vol- 
unteer, 90 percent of survey respondents did volunteer. 
This fully repudiates the capitalist propaganda which 
says that people will only perform their best with a 
carrot-and-st1ck approach. In other words, they claim 
that unless you are provided with an Incentive to wort 
(e.g., the threat of going hungry, naked or homeless), 
you will not perform up to your best. Anarchist commun- 
ists know that that 1s complete hogwash. 

Anarchist communism doesn't mean that everybody will 
be living 1n the same kind of house, driving the same 
kind of vehicle, or wearing all the same kind of 
clothes. For one thing, anarchist commumlsts believe 
that society must re-examine the Idea of consumerism 
that enslaves us with the never-ending command to buy. 
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pollution control devices available. Rella'nre on fer- 
tilizers, chemicals, and fossil fuels will be elimin- 
ated where their use 1$ dictated solely by profit. 
Renewable resources will be developed to their fullest 
potential. 

If capitalist could aake everybody rich, we would 
all be living 1n nanslons. But the truth Is that In or- 
der for soaeone to be able to accumulate billions of 
dollars 1n wealth, thousands of others awist live 1n 
poverty. There 1s nothing right or fair abort one per- 
son living like a king while thousands of others are 
starving. The world has a finite aaoont of resources 
and all of earth's Inhabitants are entitled to live a 
life of dignity free of starvation and honelessness. 
Bat that 1s not possible when only a few theasand 
rich elitists hoard the majority of the wealth. Just 
because a person has not been endowed with as great of 
talents or Intelligence as soaeone else 1s no reason 
why that person should be relegated to a life of als- 
ery while another lives the life of opulance. 

The elitists who sell the phoney line of Vugged 
Individualise" blaae laziness for people's failure to 
aqalre great riches under capitalise. It 1s. however, 
a fallacy that the aajorlty of poor people are lazy. 
Host people who exist in poverty conditions live a 
hard scrabble Hfe Just to survive. Appalachian coal 
alners, for exaaple, have worked what Is likely the 
hardest, dirtiest, aost dangerous Job on the planet- 
coal alnlng. These workers and their families have 
suffered auch at the hands of exploitative alne owners. 
Over the years, many of these brave workers have been 
laid off froa their Jobs. Many nore suffer froa the de- 
bilitating effects of black lung disease caased by 
years of breathing coal dust becaase alne owners didn't 
feel the lives of their workers merited adequate safe- 
ty equipment and procedures. But these workers have 
few prospects for work elsewhere. They are poor because 
capitalist society has tossed thea aside like so auch 
trash, but they are by no means lazy. 

If capitalism could maXe everybody 
rich, ve would all be living in lan- 
sions. But the truth is that in order 
for someone to accumulate billions of 
dollars in vealth, thousands of 
others must live in poverty.

Oalby Correctional Facility In Post, Texas (see page 
20 article "Concentration Camp Economics" for more on 
the Post prison) filed a class-action lawsuit on Janu- 
ary 16, 2001, alleging violation of due process and 
their civil rights. 

The prisoners, all Immigrant aliens 1n the U.S., filed 
suit 1n U.S. District Court 1n Lubbock. The defendants 
are the U.S. Attorney General John Ashcroft, federal 
Bureau of Prisons Director Kathleen Hawk, two regional 
federal prison officials, Dalby Warden Joe Rasebeary 
and the president of Management Training Corporation. 

Management Training Corporation (MTS) runs the pri- 
vate prison, which contracts with the federal govern- 
ment to house prisoners. Only so-called alien prisoners 
are confined at the prison, according to the lawsuit. 

The prisoners allege that they are subjected to har- 
sher conditions because of their segregation from the 
general prison population at the Dalby prison. The law- 
suit claims further that a mostly white security staff 
discriminates against the prisoner population, a major- 
ity of which Is Hispanic. 

The plaintiffs seek that the Dalby prison be closed 
and permanently barred from operating as a federal 
prison. They also want the court to prohibit federal 
officials from segreagtlng alien prisoners. 

Each prisoner who 1s a party to the suit 1s asking 
for $60,000 In damages and three days credit toward 
their sentences for each day they were confined.

Though corporate privatization 1s making huge In- 
roads Into the prison business, the majority of pri- 
son construction and operation still remains 1n the 
public sector. A good example of how the prisoner as 
commodity fuels economic development of small commun- 
ities can be found 1n the rural West Texas town of 
Post. The cereal magnate C.W. Post began building the 
town 1n 1907 1n the middle of the sem1-ar1d badlands 
of Garza County. It never developed much beyond Its 
current population of approximately 4,000. Postex 
Cotton Mills began operation there in 1913 with 250 
employees and became the town's largest employer. 
Dreams of Post hitting the b1g-t1me were dashed when 
1t lost out on a bid 1n 1916 to become the site for 
Texas Tech University (known as Texas Technological 
College at the time). That honor went to the then- 
small town of Lubbock (today population 200,000) 50 
miles to the northwest. 

In 1955, Burlington Industries bought the town's 
Postex Cotton Mills which eventually expanded to em- 
ploy 450 workers at Its height of operation 1n 1973. 
But 1n the early 1980s burllngton followed other 
corporations who were moving their operations over- 
seas 1n pursuit of cheaper labor and closed down the 
mills. The closing of the mills was a devastating 
economic blow to the Post community. Postex had re- 
presented stable employment 1n a rural area otherwise 
dominated by the cyclical businesses of oil, ranching, 
and farming. Post wasn't very successful 1n recruiting 
a replacement Industry for the Postex Cotton Mills un- 
til 1998 when Garza County, of which Post 1s the coun- 
ty seat, decided to enter the lucrative business of 
warehousing humans. 

The 1,094-bed Giles W. Oalby Correctional Facility 
opened Its cages for business in October 1999. Most of 
the bodies are those of federal prisoners. As you might 
expect, the Lubbock Avalanche-Journal newspaper was 
all aglow with the wonderful economic news for the re- 
gion that "250 full-time Jobs were projected to be 
created at the facility." The new warden, Terry Bart- 
lett, delivered good news to the town, saying, "We've 
been able to hire a good number of local folks, many 
of whom were looking for solid employment 1n Post so 
they could stay around home. We're real excited about 
bringing those job opportunities to the local 
community." 

Post 1s just one example of a scenario that has 
become all too commonplace 1n hundreds of communities 
across America. In practically every case, little or 
nothing 1s mentioned by the local media about the hu- 
man dimension of the cage occupants. And whenever 
they do manage to garner acknowledgement it's usually 
1n animalistic terms. No matter the location—north, 
south, east or west— the new community prison 1s de- 
scribed 1n the same nonchalant manner as would be 
used to announce the grand opening of a new Wal-Mart 



[In announcing the grand opening of 
a new prison], little or nothing is 
mentioned by the local media about 
the human dimension of the cage 
occupants. And whenever they do gar 
ner acknowledgement it's usually in 
animalistic terms. 



Superstore. The only dlffence being that whereas the 
local merchants often view Wal-Mart as an adversary, 
they glory over the prospect of Increased business 
that will be generated by the Infusion of money from 
the new prison. 

The argument 1s often posited by prison opponents, 
and rightly so, that the huge expenditure of revenues 
on prisons takes money away from educational and so- 
cial programs. The reasoning goes that taxpayers 
should be outraged over the sacrifice of their chll- 
drens' education at the alter of criminal Justice. 
What seems to be overlooked 1n this argument, however, 
1s the fact that It's these same taxpayers who are 
clamoring for prisons to be built 1n their communi- 
ties 1n order to "stabilize" the local economy. Many 
public school systems obtain much of their funding 
from local taxes, and human services are Increasingly 
becoming the responsibility of local communities as 
the welfare state 1s dismantled. That's why what often 
1s the case today 1s that prisons are seen by locals 
as a positive way to generate economic growth and sus- 
tain revenues for their schools and community services. 
Never mind that It's mostly smoke and mirrors and some 
taxpayers somewhere else are getting the short end of 
the deal. To the townspeople where the prison 1s lo- 
cated 1t all looks so good on paper as being the eco- 
nomic savior they've been praying for. Who can blame 
them for their blind Ignorance? After all, while the 
prison Itself may not directly contribute to Increas- 
ing the local tax base, the additional payroll does 
provide area citizens with the means to buy new homes 
and all sorts of durable goods (I.e., automobiles, 
major appliances), along with overall Increased local 
consumer spending. As someone once said, Ignorance 1s 
bliss. 

So who 1s ultimately responsible for the current 
Incarceration binge? The answer Is simple, we are all 
to blame. This sad state of affairs hasn't come about 
through the acts of some dark, sinister figures lurk- 
ing 1n the shadows. The people responsible are commun- 
ity leaders, local buslnesspeople, working class tax- 
payers, friends, neighbors and relatives. As the say- 
ing goes, "We have seen the enemy and 1t 1s us." 

Even someone as diabolical as Adolph Hitler could 
not Implement the socioeconomic course pursued by the 
Nazis without first gaining the cooperation of the 
citizenry. As Hillary Clinton says, "It takes a village. 
German concentration camps became an accepted part of 
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the local economic landscape. American communities 
coast-to-coast are today also becoming addicted to 
concentration camp economics. Prisons have become 
part of the grand Illusion to cover-up the crisis 
that consumeMst capitalism now finds Itself. With 
all the laudatory reports of a booming economy 1t 
comes as a shock to most people that a crisis even 
exists. But 1f all 1s so well 1n the land of the 
gold card, why are so many communities on the verge 
of collapse, grasping for whatever Jobs they can man- 
age to scavenge up, even the caging of humans? 

American communities coast-to-coast 
are today also becoming addicted to 
concentration camp economics. Prison 
building has become part of the 
grand illusion to cover-up the cri- 
sis that consumerist capitalism now 
finds itself. 

The rock-solid stability of the prison industry 1$ 
being Increasingly eyed as the savior of destitute 
communities, both large and small. Prisons have be- 
come the economic reassurance to a society buffeted 
by the turbulance of global capitalism. What may sur- 
prise most people 1s that the U.S. gross domestic 
product (GDP), the measure of all goods and services 
produced 1n this country, also Includes money spent 
on building and operating the nation's prisons, as 
well as all the collateral goods and services de- 
rived from prison-related economic activity. Sending 
people to prison thus results 1n the GOP going up. 

A report on crime and poverty 1n America, Issued 
1n December 1999 by the Milton S. Elsenhower Founda- 
tion said, "Prisons have become our nation's substi- 
tute for effective policies on crime, drugs, mental 
illness, housing, poverty and unemployment of the 
hardest to employ." Prisoners as commodities are al- 
so used 1n dealing with chronic unemployment. We've 
already seen how prisons provide Jobs to members of 
the community. The flip side of that equation 1s to 
cage the most resistant among the unemployed. The 
standard wisdom appears to be that Incarcerating the 
unemployed is a very efficient, 1f not very humani- 
tarian, way to deal with all the problems associated 
with their Joblessness. Prisons remove the homeless 
and mentally 111 from the streets, provides them with 
shelter, and offers them the opportunity as slaves to 
develop a work ethic. 

The chronically unemployed are also seen as con- 
tributing more as prisoners toward economic growth 
than they otherwise would be 1n the free world. In 
the free world a thousand unemployed workers have 
the effect of creating a handful of employment of- 
fice and human services staff positions. However, a 
1000-bed prison creates several hundred Jobs both at 
the prison and 1n the local community. Ani prison 
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Jobs, If things continue on their present c«j>-?f . 
will last Into perpetuity. It's really a devllts 1 v 
clever way to deal with "surplus" workers that ti 
capitalist system has no current need of or desi>-' to 
retrain. As prisoners they aren't counted 1n thr un- 
employment statistics, have their activities restrict- 
ed so as not to be a "problem" for authorities, pro- 
vide employment for hundreds of other people, and al- 
so show up as a positive contribution to the 6DP. 
From a capitalistic socioeconomic perspective, what's 
not to like about It? 

Most America communities seem to be tuned-out from 
the oppressive conditions 1n which prisoners exist 
behind the walls of these economic wonders. Local 
citizens either don't care, don't know, or don't care 
to know about the despairing state of the occupants 
caged In these human 200s. The prevailing mood 1s 
that they get what they deserve no matter how horri- 
ble the conditions are Inside the concrete and steel 
tombs. When the German concentration camps were lib- 
erated toward the end of World War 2, the local res- 
idents were brought to the camps to view the atroci- 
ties that had taken place. They were either emotional- 
ly overwhelmed by the horrors they witnessed, or stood 
1n silent Indifference to the fate of the poor souls 
forced to languish 1n hell on earth. 

Public access to American prisons Isn't much dif- 
ferent than 1t was 1n Nazi Germany. Most of what goes 
on Inside U.S. prisons 1s hidden from the prying eyes 
of the public. Only a select few Individuals or groups 
are provided access to prisons, and most of the time 
they are restricted to seeing only what prlsoncrats 
want them to see. Institutions are suppose to be 
transparent 1n a democratic society. Prisons, however, 
have been effectively closed to public scrutiny and 
only recently has this policy been seriously challeng- 
ed. 

It's time to liberate our society from concentra- 
tion camp economics. To do this we must change the 
attitudes of a large segment of the population. The 
cavalier attitude with which most Americans today 
view prisoners 1s not fundamentally different from the 
way most Germans came to see Jews, Gypsies, homosexu- 
als, and other considered "low llfes" under Nazism. 
Regardless of the rationale used to subject fellow 
human beings to such horrors, once a society has made 
the determination that certain people "deserve" to be 
enslaved, brutalized and exterminated, 1t soon loses 
all Inhibitions concerning their economic exploitation 
and unleashes a demonic genie that 1s not so easily 
put back 1n Its bottle. It 1s this against which we as 
prison abolitionists must do battle 1f we expect to be 
successful 1n reversing the current American love af- 
fair with concentration camp economics. 

Of course, prison abolition cannot occur 1n a 
vicuua. It must be accompanied with a fundamental 
social transformation— preferrably anarchist communism.

AMERICA GETS •BUSHWHACKED 1

For those of you who, In the aftermath of election 
debacle 2000, still believe that America 1s a demo- 
cracy, I have a bridge named Brooklyn that I'd like 
to sell you. When the loser of the popular vote 1s 
the one elected to the most powerful political posi- 
tion 1n the world— president of the United States- 
something 1s terribly wrong 1n the "land of the 
free." And once again, we have that hallowed of all 
documents— the United States Constitution— to thank 
for the will of the people once again being denied. 

Most people In the U.S. have probably heard of the 
electoral college at some point 1n their lives but 
never gave 1t much thought until now. Suddenly all 
the good folks of the U.S. are running around shocked 
that such a system exists which can award the presi- 
dency to the loser of the popular vote. However, Art- 
icle II, Section 1, Paragraph 2 of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion states 1n pertinent part: 

Each State shall appoint, 1n such Manner as 
the Legislature thereof may direct, a Number 
of Electors, equal to the whole Number of 
Senators and Representatives to which the 
State may be entitled 1n the Congress.... 
The Twelfth Amendment to the U.S. Constitution added 
a few tweaks to the electoral college process but 
nevertheless left 1t Intact. What's most Interesting 
to note 1s that neither Article II or the Twelfth 
Amendment require a popular vote to elect the presi- 
dent. It doesn't even require a popular election for 
choslng which candidate the electors will vote for 1n 
the electoral college. 

You may recall that at one point during the judici- 
al tug-of-war over the Florida votes, the legislature 
of that state was considering passing Its own resolu- 
tion awarding Florida's electoral votes to George W. 
Bush. Many people thought this was an affront to the 
democratic principles which they believed operated 
this country (how gullible the masses can be), but 
such an end run by the legislature would have been 
perfectly legal since the U.S. Constitution permits 
the state legislatures to appoint the electors "1n 
such a Manner as [they] nay direct." 

Why would the framers of the U.S. Constitution, 
who were allegedly concerned about the rights of "We 
the People," concoct such an undemocratic process? 
Because, as we have previously stated 1n the pages of 
CHAM REACTION, the U.S. Constitution was written by 
the ruling, propertied elitists of the country to pro- 
tect their narrow Interests. They were (and still ire) 
absolutely terrified of "We the People" and the power 
we would weld against the ruling minority under a 
system of true democracy. 

The electoral college was chosen by the framers 
as the method of electing the president because It 



provides for a last line of defense against the demo- 
cratic majority. Under the U.S. Constitution the cho- 
sen electors are free to change their votes and are 
not required to uphold the popular vote, though histor- 
ically the popular vote has generally been followed. 
But the only reason the popular vote was chosen as the 
method of "appointing" electors 1s that It gives the 
Illusion of democracy. Most of the time the electoral 
vote coincides with the popular vote and so It's 
assumed by the people that they actually elected the 
president. It's only on the rare occasion, such as the 
quagmire of election 2000, when the system exposes Its 
dark undemocratic underbelly. 

As the executive branch of government, the President 
of the United States holds all the police and military 
powers. The president also has the power to vetoe any 
legislation, to Institute "executive orders" which 
amount to one-man legislation (1n other words, the 
powers of dictator). All the federal judgeships are 
appointed by the president. This Includes the all- 
powerful justices to the U.S. Supreme Court, which com- 
prise a nine-member ruling junta capable of striking 
down any legislation deemed Inappropriate by the rul- 
ing class. 

In the case of George W. Bush, he has stacked his 
cabinet with a cadre of right-wing extremists that even 
Adolph Hitler would be proud of, Including a number of 
extreme militarists. You have former Chief of Staff 
and Gulf War promulgator Colin Powell as Secretary of 
State; Donald Rumsfeld, a life-long member of the 
good oV boy defense contractors establishment, 1s tak- 
ing the reins as Secretary of Defense; and let's not 
forget vice president D1ck Cheney who used to be Sec- 
retary of Defense during Papa Bush's presidency. Add to 
this motley crew Bush's new national security adviser 
Condoleezza R1ce and you have all the makings for a 
renewed American assault against the rest of the globe 
and very possibly World War III. R1ce has made state- 
ments to the effect that American security Interests 
always trump human rights. 

As for that nine-member ruling Junta, we all know 
how Its reactionary right wing decided 1n a 5-4 de- 
cision to end the Florida ballot recount and "select" 
George W. Bush as the winner. Yes, America has been 
■bushwhacked" by Its own constitution and now faces 
four years of potentially unmitigated reactionary 
politics. Not that Gore would have been much better. 
He espoused virtually the same militarism and authori- 
tarianism as his opponent. With the exception of Gore's 
stance on abortion, I couldn't tell any difference be- 
tween the two reactionaries. 

The only way the American people and the people of 
the world are ever going to achieve true freedom and 
democracy 1s to overthrow this rotten system we now 
have 1n favor of anarchist communism. CI

THE REAL TERRORISTS? 



On October 12, 2000, a small vessel, apparently 
packed with explosives, pulled alongside the U.S.S. 
Cole, a Navy gulded-mlssle destroyer 1n the process of 
docking 1n Yemen to refuel. According to eyewitnesses, 
there were two occupants 1n the small craft when the 
explosive force of Its cargo ripped a gapping hole 1n 
the port side of the Cole. Seventeen U.S. sailors and 
the two suicide bombers were presumably killed 1n the 
blast. 

American news reports called the Incident a 
■terrorist attack." President Clinton renounced the 
attack as such, and he along with Defense Secretary 
William Cohen called the alleged suicide bombers 
"cowards" for committing this so-called act of terror- 
Ism against American naval forces. 

But wait a minute. This wasn't a group of college 
students on a field trip around the world, but a U.S. 
Navy warship on military maneuvers In foreign waters. 
When you cruise around the world In a vessel decked 
out 1n heavy military armaments of war, shouldn't you 
expect that sooner or later somebody 1s going to view 
this as a provocation? The truth 1s that the only 
"victims" of this attack were military personnel train- 
ed to carry out acts of aggression against others. How 
then, can this be called an act of terrorism? 

When a group or organization launches cruise mis- 
sies from afar (such as those carried by the Cole) 
against cities populated with civilians and drops 
cluster bombs from 40,000 feet on those same people, 
is that not a terrorist attack? Yet, since this ter- 
rorizing was done by an American and European terror- 
ist organization called NATO, it 1s labeled by the 
Western media 



as a "humanitarian act." 

What 1s more cowardly, the act of blowing up mili- 
tary personnel at point blank range, killing yourself 
1n the process; or launching cruise missies from many 
miles away (as the crew of the Cole 1s trained to do) 
killing thousands of civilians while you later sup at 
the dining table at the end of Just another "business 
day"? And what can mpre closely be considered a ter- 
rorist act, the destruction of a provocative warship 
and Its warrior occupants, or the remote-controlled 
destruction of a city and Its civilian occupants? Why 
1s the *ue terrorist attack— NATO's bombing of civil- 
ians—considered "humanitarianlsm" while the bombing 
of a warship 1s considered terrorism? 

The answer to these questions can be found 1n most 
American's perception that all U.S. acts of aggression 
are noble and good while aggressive acts against the 
U.S. are terrorist attacks against a peaceable people. 
But the truth 1s that the United States is anything 
but a peaceable people. America has been engaged 1n 
wars and warlike activity for most of Its history. 
U.S. military adventurism has been shown to have the 
primary purpose of advancing American Imperialism and 
world domination; an advance guard that works to sweep 
the earth of all resistance against encroaching Ameri- 
can capitalists who soon swarm in to destroy cultures 
and reap obscene profits. 

It's not Middle fast terrorists who roam the earth 
1n military ships and aircraft lobbing cruise missies 
and dropping laser-guided smart bombs. It is the 
United States— which calls Itself the world's only 
superpower, a term (Continued on page 26) 
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NATIONALISM: 



No Way To Start A Revolution

Having been raised 1n a world full of nation-states, 
It's understandable that the majority of people have a 
difficult time viewing conflict resolution and autono- 
mous self-determination 1n terms other than national- 
ism and nationalistic contests. 

We have for the most part been Indoctrinated Into 
the belief that 1n every nationalistic war or conflict 
we must choose up sides— good guy versus bad guy. It 
1s this myopic view of the world which hinders the de- 
velopment of an International revolutionary social 
movement. As revolutionary anarchists we must be will- 
ing to step back and view- the world through "new 
eyes". It's time for us to put our complete efforts 
Into developing an International revolutionary anarch- 
ist movement and pull ourselves away from continually 
falling Into the trap of nationalist geopolitics. 

Autonomous self-determination of the people 1s a 
major tenet of anarchism. However, such autonomy must 
be attained through the auspices of Internationalism, 
not by supporting authoritarian conflicts which pit 
one group of workers against another. Our work must be 
to organize the working 



class of the world to stand 
against all capitalist. Im- 
perialist and authoritarian 
forces regardless of what 
mask they may wear. 

When anarchists continue 
to embrace the same old 
world order (which we do 
every time we support authoritarian nationalist move- 
ments) while at the same time advocating for Interna- 
tional worker solidarity, we. In essence, are trying 
to build a spaceship by using the blueprints to a 
horse carriage. Such acquiescence to the "old ways" 
Is nothing more than reformist posturing through mil- 
itaristic means. 

Authoritarian, capitalistic governmental control 
over the people's lives, whether coming from the right 
or the left, 1s not what any serious revolutionary an- 
archist could consider as being a liberation movement 
of the people. Our failure as social revolutionaries 
to put the people's struggle for autonomy and self- 
determination 1n terms other than the nation-state 
leaves us forever confined Inside a box of our own 
making. This continuing lack of vision 1n seeing what 
needs to be done prevents the revolutionary process 
from going forward and actually causes 1t to fall back 
to the old ways— to become reactionary. At every crit- 
ical Juncture 1n the past 150 years, the dominant an- 
archist and socialist movements have frittered away 
many golden opportunities to bring the social revolu- 
tion to fruition. 



Many who claim to be revolutionary anarchists none- 
theless find various ways to rationalize their taking 
sides 1n the nationalist bloodfests. The main rationale 
for continuing to cling to the old ways appears to be 
the belief that such movements may evolve Into social 
revolutionary movements, Just as many hold to the 
false notion that we can achieve the social revolution 
through Involving ourselves 1n liberal social strug- 
gles (and that's a whole other article 1n Itself). 
Still others believe that 1f there's no viable revolu- 
tionary movement Involved 1n these "liberation" move- 
ments then we must support the lesser of evils, hoping 
that 1t w11l evolve Into a libertarian movement. 

Revolutionary anarchists have never believed in 
such evolutionary schemes, and history has bared out 
the fact that a revolution which fails to Immediately 
smash the State will utterly fall to emancipate and 
liberate the people. Still, those who embrace this 
Marxist-Leninist Ideology trudge on, trying to sell 
their discredited form of revolution blind to history 
and Ignorant of reality, more Intent on thumbing their 

noses at revolutionary an- 
archism than to rellquish 
their wrongheaded ways. 
They claim to be anarchists 
In name but fall to prove 
themselves such through 
their actions. 

This doesn't mean that 
revolutionary anarchists 
must put all 1n a box and should automatically dismiss 
the revolutionary potential of all movements that 
appear as national self-determination movements. Each 
situation must be analyzed Individually. We should not 
wholly discount the possibility that a nationalist 
movement, as such, could manifest Itself in such a way 
as to exhibit the principles of egalUarianlsm and 
internationalism as well as the "liberation" factor. 
Once these movements take up arms it's usually possi- 
ble at the onset to determine whether these soda! re- 
volutionary elements exist, even minimally, within any 
particular nationalist movement. If, on the other hand, 
the self-determination movement 1s centered predomi- 
nantly 1n religious, racial or ethnic separatism that 
continues to advance divisions between workers and 
the imposition of artificial borders, then we as revo- 
lutionary anarchists would do well to avoid 1t like 
the plague 1t Is. 

Internationalism eschews artificial frontiers. 
Autonomy and self-determination must not result in 
hindering the free movement of people from one region 
to another. The concept of nationalism, on the other 
hand, involves the creation of artificial borders and 
controlled movement of people. 



"Our work must be to organize 
the working class of the world 
to stand against all capitalist, 
imperialist and authoritarian 
forces regardless of what mask 
they may wear. ■ 
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Nationalism generally does not recognize the princi- 
ple of egal1tar1an1sm but espouses separatism and In- 
equality. This runs entirely counter to what anarchist 
communists believe. Anarchist-communism 1s opposed to 
discrimination based on race, ethnicity, gender, sexu- 
al orientation, or religion, among other things, all 
of which are used extensively as the basis for almost 
all nationalist campaigns. How then, can we see our- 
selves lending even minor support to movements In- 
volved 1n such things? We should not! We must not! 

Anarchist communists believe that 1t 1s the obli- 
gation of prosperous regions of the planet to see to 
1t that the needs of people In less prosperous and In- 
poverlshed regions are met. This, no doubt, requires a 
certain amount of wealth redistribution from one re- 
gion to another. This 1s what egal1tar1an1sm advocates. 
Nationalism, however, acts as a barricade against ever 
achieving such a world. 

Revolutionary anarchists must 
staunchly oppose the ideology of 
national liberation movements 
which claim that there is some 
common interest between native 
bosses and the working class in 
face of foreign domination. The 
working class has no country and 
national boundaries must be 
eliminated. 



When nationalist conflicts do erupt, 1t should be 
our mission as anarchists to Identify any revolution- 
ary anarchist and libertarian socialist elements In 
the region and then cooperate with them 1n agitation- 
al efforts to elevate the social revolutionary forces 
to the forefront. If there Isn't a strong anarchist 
or libertarian socialist movement 1n that particular 
region then perhaps we need to be expending our ener- 
gy and resources building one up Instead of support- 
ing tweedledum and tweedledee dictators. We do this 
not as vanguardlsts but through educating and organ- 
izing the masses Into various revolutionary councils 
and other configurations along those lines at the 
workplace, municipal and regional levels. 

Nationalism and nationalist self-determination 
movements or so-called "liberation Movements" have 
done nothing but make a mess of this world, never 
having even come close to showing themselves to be 
vehicles for a worldwide social revolution. In fact, 
they have done very little 1n promoting even region- 
al egalitarian concepts. 

Revolutionary anarchists must staunchly oppose the 
Ideology of national liberation movements which claim 
that there Is some common Interest between native 
bosses and the working class 1n face of foreign domi- 
nation. The working class has no country and national 



boundaries must be eliminated. We do, however, m ..port 
working-class struggles against racism, genocide, eth- 
nodde, and political and economic colonialism, f.ut 
here again we should walk a fine line, making, every 
effort to educate the people on the need not only to 
defend themselves against the enemy without, bui also 
to defend against the enemy within. This means fight- 
ing against the continued Imposition of hlerarchal and 
patriarchal Institutions. 

Our agitational and support mechanisms must be di- 
rected at getting the working class on both sides of 
these nationalist conflicts to see that they have no- 
thing 1n common with their rulers and would be better 
served by building an alliance with the workers on 
the opposing side and training their guns on their re- 
spective rulers Instead. It 1s the ruling class on 
both sides who use the working class as cannon fodder 
to achieve the goals of the bougeolsle, which are, 
more often than not, 1n direct conflict with the Inter- 
ests of the people. 

We, as revolutionary anarchists, support working 
class nonpartlclpatlon 1n these nationalist battles. 
If the working class refuses to fight against Itself, 
then this will be a victory for true self-determina- 
tion of the people— the beginning of the social revo- 
lution. 

If revolutionary anarchists are going to support 
a war, let 1t be the only one that has any relevance 
to the International working-class struggle— Class 
War!

We have unreflectlvely accepted the Idea that free- 
dom means the right of a few Individuals to control 
the lives of millions of people by virtue of their 
private ownership of community, national, and Inter- 
national resources. We have unreflectlvely accepted 
the Idea that democracy refers to a political system 
1n which the marginal participation of common people 
1s designed to protect the political and economic 
power of the propertied class. The key political val- 
ues that emerge from the Constitution are frozen 1n 
the 1ce of eighteenth-century elitism. 

We allow the privileged to rest comfortably 1n a 
set of social relationships that call exploitation 
freedom and the empowerment of the rich democracy. 
Given these conceptual blinders, the oppression of 
others becomes harder to see and the corruption of 
our own humanity, particularly 1f we are among the 
privileged, becomes Invisible. Lies about who we are 
and what we do become more palatable than the truth, 
denial more palatable than confrontation. 

Signs that something 1s terribly wrong are every- 
where, but the struggle to see ourselves as a free 
people and as superior people forces us to look away, 
to deny our experience and to repress what our exper- 
ience means. The struggle to see ourselves as free 
and Innocent 1s one that Is self-defeating. For to 
deny and repress what we see and hear and know is to 
live 1n a purely invented world, a world, where rea- 
son must die and where stupidity must reign. 

I can think of no greater tasks today than for 
activists to study the reasons why so many common 
people, surely a majority, objected to the ratifica- 
tion of the Constitution. We must understand the de- 
sign and structure of our national Institutions be- 
fore we can begin to understand what our government 
1s up to at home and around the world. 

The Constitution was designed to ensure that the 
majority of citizens (without property) would not 
have a real voice 1n political affairs and 1t 1s no 
coincidence that that 1s the case today. And the 
Constitution was designed to ensure that real poltl- 
cal power 1n this country would always be held by the 
handful of very large property owners and shatter the 
logic of the majority In Nicaragua, South Africa, 
Guatemala, Chile, Newark, Detroit, most of the South, 
most of California where soon the majority will be of 
Third World origins, and so many other places. 

The merchants, bankers, and plantation slaveowners 
of 1787 have become a global corporate clan of [2000]. 
And I am asking you how many more plucked eyes and 
wrenched throats must we pay for 1n the villages of 
the poor before we figure out that Congress does the 
dirty work of corporations and that respectfully peti- 



tioning those men and women can only be the work of 
Imperial citizens who are slowly dying. 

The Interpretation presented on these pages, for 
many, will be one that 1s hard to accept. Criticism of 
the Ideas, beliefs, and values with which we Identify 
generally 1s met by angry denial that anything 1s 
wrong. But 1t may be helpful to ponder the validity of 
a [former] Soviet citizen's remark that the essential 
difference between the Soviets and Americans 1s that 
while Soviet citizens often disbelieve their propagan- 
da, we seem to fully accept ours. 

But you know, things are going to change. We are 
the enlightened souls of history of disturb, upset, 
and open ways for a better understanding. The doubt 1s 
false. We have the capacity to enoble. We are voices 
strong and steady. We are defiant, rebellious. The 
doubt 1s false. 

We have been told all our lives that we can't 
change anything, that you can't fight city hall. At 
every meeting there Is someone who always makes a case 
why we should not be radical— 1t will alienate some- 
one, we are not ready, we need to educate a Tittle 
more, get more numbers. Well, you can always make the 
case not to be radical. But don't. It's a lie. The 
doubt Is false. 

We are activists. We are liberators. We are revolu- 
tionaries. We are here on earth 1n this hour of danger 
and we must move beyond the vision of the [founding 
fathers] to express our own. And that belief 1s real! 



Always At War

vity during three-fourths of Its history. Considering 
covert activities, the United States has been at war 
contlnuosly since 1941. The United States 1s nearly 
always at war because the United States Is nearly al- 
ways using violence to support the few who are rich 
against the many who are poor.

"The rule of Im," At one time or another you've 
probably heard this phrase. It's used by civics 
teachers, college professors, politicians, and a host 
of other disinformation dispensers. What exactly 1s 
meant by this catchy little Jingle? 

Supposedly, the rule of law. as differentiated 
from the rule of man (or woman), Implies that the 
laws established by the legislative branch of govern- 
ment will be fairly and equally applied to all mem- 
bers of society regardless of their position on the 
sod-economic ladder. This 1s In contrast to the rule 
of man (or woman) where a despotic form of government 
can make up laws on the fly and apply them arbitrari- 
ly according to the whims and fancies of the prevail- 
ing dictator. 

Mow consider the way laws are passed and enforced 
1n the United States. Which method of governance 
would you say applies? Most legal scholars claim that 
under the U.S. Constitution we are a nation which op- 
erates on the rule of law principle. And 1f you're a 
brainwashed drone or a member of the ruling class, 
you will likely agree with those scholars. But, oh, 
how wrong you are my friend. 

The truth Is that the United States passes ttself 
off as being a democratic nation where the rule of 
law applies, when In reality those persons who con- 
trol the reigns of power have established a two-tier 
system that applies the law according to your rela- 
tionship to political power or wealth— the haves and 
the have nots. The closer you are to the center of 
power or wealth the better your chances become that 
the law will be tnterpreted and applied much more 
favorably towards you than would otherwise be the 
case. 

It's not hard to see this 1n everyday life. Most 
people recognize that there 1s a double standard of 
law application 1n America, yet their patriotic and 
nationalistic fervor keeps them In denial. Other 
folks obediently accept 1t as part of American life. 
The most glaring example of unequal treatment un- 
der the law has to do with the actions of the police. 
If I'm a police officer I can murder you 1n cold 
blood Just for pulling your wallet out of your pock- 
et. All I have to do to escape punishment 1s to say 
these magical words: "I thought she had a gun." If 
the average working class person did the same thing 
to someone, he or she would likely end up spending 
years, perhaps even life, rotting In prison ... or 
very possibly executed. 

To put It bluntly, a cop can shoot you down 1n the 
street like a dog and never suffer any serious conse- 



quences. On the other hand, 1f you're defending yi . • - 
self against an unlawful attack by a rogue cop arr just 
happen to kill him 1n the process, well, the DA 1s go- 
ing to Indict you for capital murder and do all he or 
she can to make an appointment for you with the execu- 
tioner. This 1n spite of the fact that under the law 
you were within your rights to defend yourself. 

Now I'm not here to debate the pros and cons of what 
kind of punishment (1f any) should be meted out for any 
particular act that has been determined by the powers 
that be to be "criminal.- The object of this lesson 1s 
to establish the fact that the rule of law, as It's 
applied 1n the US, 1s bogus. It always has been and al- 
ways will be as long as we live In a capitalistic and 
authoritarian society. 

There 1s very little difference between the edicts 
handed down by kings and lords and the kingly pronounce- 
ments handed down by today's politicians, DAs, and 
Judges, not to mention the police. While an elected 
legislature and chief executive, along with a seemingly 
independent Judiciary, give the appearance of fairness 
and equality before the law, the reality Is much 
different. 

Almost all politicians are bought and paid for by 
members of the ruling class. The politician's primary 
purpose Is to do the bidding of the special Interest 
groups who supply politicians with the cash to run 
their re-election propaganda campaigns every two or 
four years. The working class may cast votes for these 
scoundrels, but once they are In office they have free 
reign to legislate however they so choose. - 

Judges aren't much different. In Texas, state Judges 
- are elected and are Just as beholden to big money as 
their legislative counterparts. The federal'Judldary, 
though ap, Inted by the president for life, must pass 
through a merles of political hoops In order to be 
"Confirmed" by the senate. Once they are seated on the 
bench, federal Judges cannot be removed except through 
Impeachment proceedings. However, because the majority 
of appointments under any particular president are po- 
litical reflections of that president, there Is a con- 
stant fluctuation of Judicial political Ideology. This 
1s most visibly manifested to people In the personage 
of Supreme Court Justices. For example, every time an 
opening appears on the U.S. Supreme Court,the defend- 
ers of a woman's right to have an abortion have to 
worry about whether a new Justice will tilt the scales 
and reverse the landmark Roe v. Wade decision that 
legalized abortion nationwide. 

The same trickle down theory that the ruling class 
uses 1n Its economic relationship with the working class 
also applies to the laws. As previously stated, the fur- 
ther removed you are from the seat of power and wealth, 
the less likely you are to obtain a favorable outcome 
under the law compared to the rich and powerful. Some 
good fortune may actually "trickle down" In the form of 
the common person getting a break before the law. But 
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more than likely you will end up being pissed on by 
til* authorities who control the system. 

Prisons are prime examples of the contradictions 
that exist within the legal structure of American 
society. Her^ you have people Incarcerated who have 
been determined by the courts to be law breakers. The 
people relented to rot 1n these modern day dungeons 
are beaten, brutalized, and treated 1n all »anners of 
contempt, Including being murdered by their keepers, 
acts which by the role of law are Illegal. Yet, the 
keepers of the prisons are Just as Immune from the 
consequences of the law as are the keepers of the 
law on the street. Prison guards can murder prison- 
ers with few repercussions, the same way police can 
get away w1tm murdering people on the street. 

In Texas* the prison system has been under a fed- 
eral consent decree for over twenty years. Even 
though they claim that they will abide by the law 1f 
removed from all court supervision, Texas prlsoncrats 
leave no stone unturned 1n finding ways to flaunt the 
law and continue abusing prisoners, led by the state 
attorney general , John "Comhead" Cornyn, a fascist 
Republican, the good ol ' boys and girls who rule 
Texas don't give a damn about breaking the law. 

Prison administrators formulate all kinds of rules 
and regulations governing the behavior of prisoners 
and guards alike. Tet, when 1t comes time to enforce 
these rules and regulations. It's only the ones that 
deal negatively with prisoners that are given any 
real teeth. If a prisoner assaults a prison guard, 
even In self-defense against a rogue guard, he or she 
will find the heavy hand of authority right their to 
Inflict maximum) punishment. But by the same token, a 
prison guard can brutally murder a prisoner, and often 
walk away without so much as a reprimand. 

In the eyes of prlsoncrats, prisoners are scum who 
deserve whatever brutality 1s dished out to them. 
Prison guards, however, are seen by that same author- 
ity as deserving to be protected from any punishments 
that might be handed them on account of their Illegal 
transgressions. The relationship between the free 
world working class and ruling class operates 1n fun- 
damentally the same way. The ruling class views the 
working class with disdain and deserving of any pun- 
ishments due under the rule of law. But when 1t comes 
to one of their own, the ruling class says to the 
few, "hands off. - 

And If the working class or prisoners happen to be 
successful in obtaining gains under the rule of law, 
well the ruling class then simply changes the law so 
that whatever relief was granted 1n the past Is no 
longer available. So-called tort reform does this by 
limiting the amount of damages workers can collect 
from Irresponsible corporations. Therefore, million 
dollar damage awards that might otherwise discourage 
companies from maiming workers are no longer avail- 
able 1n many states. 



Prisoners have 1n the past been so succesful at lit- 
igating miserable prison conditions that the federal 
government decided to put a stop to 1t by changing the 
law. The Prison Litigation Reform Act (PLRA) came Into 
existence In 1996 limiting the type of relief prisoners 
can now receive 1n federal courts and also allows 
states to get out from under consent decrees and final 
Judgements that the courts had previously decided In 
favor of the prisoners. One more example of why the 
downtrodden of America will never be able to achieve 
emancipation and liberation working within "the 
system." As soon as we got close to achieving our goals, 
the ruling class would change the rules to thwart us. 

"Comhead", along with "Dubya" and the spineless 
worms that Inhabit the offices of the Texas legislature 
are all pathological liars, thieves, murderers, and 
scoundrels. The Judges 1n Texas are nothing more than 
cheap political prostitutes who dispense justice 1n 
accordance to whether or not you made a contribution to 
their slush funds. 

In the United States, a reactionary ruling class 
manipulates the laws to protect the rich and powerful 
while subjecting the rest of us to all sorts of heinous 
and barbaric treatment. Don't believe the lies; we are 
not a nation governed by the rule of law. me are a 
nation under the arbitrary rule of despotic fascists. 
The rules can change whenever the ruling class feels 
threaten or Just wants them changed. 

It's time to make some changes of our own. This 1s 
not an admonition to reform the system — to make Its 
oppressive nature more equitable. It's time to smash 
the entire capitalistic, authoritarian structure and 
send the ruling class despots scurrying back under the 
rocks from which they crawled. We must build a new 
society. It's time for anarchy. CI
